Edmonton 
mayoral race 
out of the gates 


Election. Councillor first 
to throw hat in the ring 


The race to become Edmon¬ 
ton’s next mayor is officially 
on, with the first high-profile 
candidate making his candi¬ 
dacy official Thursday. 

Keny Diotte, a one-term 
councillor and former city 
journalist, is the first of what’s 
expected to be several current 
city politicians taking a stab at 
the mayor’s chair, with coun¬ 
cillors Iveson, Sohi, and Leibo- 
vici among those rumoured to 
be eyeing up the city leader¬ 
ship spot with an election five 
months away. 

Diotte, an opponent of the 
recently approved downtown

arena deal, said the city has to 
focus more on core priorities 
and less on mega projects. 

“We must use our precious 
infrastructure dollars to fix 
roads and not to subsidize bil¬ 
lionaires,” he said. 

Diotte said his platform will 
be rolled out over the coming 
weeks of the campaign, but 
committed to hearing the voice 
of citizens. 

“We need to do a better job 
of listening to Edmontonians,” 
he said. 


He said the arena deal was 
just the largest example of the 
city ignoring the public whim. 

Current mayor Stephen 
Mandel, who has yet to make a 
decision on his own political fu¬ 
ture, was dismissive of Diotte’s 
run during an appearance on 
Citytv’s Breakfast Television 
program Thursday morning, 
prior to Diotte’s announce¬ 
ment. 

“He hasn’t done anything 
as a councillor,” he said. “He 
comes to council meetings 
and tweets the whole time and 
doesn’t pay attention to coun¬ 
cil,” Mandel said. 

At his announcement, 
Diotte dismissed the mayor’s 
comments. 

“I am not concerned about 
what the mayor may or may 
not think of me, what I am con¬ 
cerned by is what Edmonton¬ 
ians think of me.” 

Election day is October 21.

With two arenas now seem¬ 
ingly in Edmonton’s future, 
the people behind both cen¬ 
tres are gearing up to com¬ 
pete for the city’s entertain¬ 
ment business. 

The downtown arena’s 
funding model, and the agree¬ 
ment with the Katz Group, 


received council approval on 
Wednesday. Oilers president 
Patrick LaForge said the new 
building is going to compete 
for eveiy last event. 

“I don’t plan on giving 
away any space. If we get a 
chance to bid on the rodeo, 
we will try,” he said. 

LaForge said whether 
Northlands continues to 
operate Rexall Place after the 
new arena is built is the deci¬ 
sion of its management. 

“I can’t think of some¬ 
thing that would go through 
Edmonton that we shouldn’t 
or couldn’t host, from Briers 
to rock ’n’ roll to all the hock¬ 
ey,” he said. 

For its part, Northlands

also has no plans to cede any 
ground to the new arena. 

“Northlands is a proven 
concert promoter. We didn’t 
get to be 26th in the world 
without being good at what 
we do,” spokesperson Cathy 
Kiss said, referring to a recent 
industiy ranking. “Having 
two arenas in the city is not 
an ideal situation, but again, 


we will continue to do what 
we do best.” 

Northlands has sent a 
legal letter arguing the city 
does not have the author¬ 
ity to impose a ticket tax on 
Rexall Place events, which is 
part of the master agreement 
on the new downtown arena. 

The tax is designed to 
keep the two venues on equal 
grounds. 

As far as the Oilers go, La¬ 
Forge said his organization 
wanted a level playing field, 
but the ticket tax was not the 
Oilers’ idea. 

“We like them on a fair 
footing, but we didn’t par¬ 
ticularly point out a ticket 
tax.” 
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Arena. 

Opponents 
aim to be 
heard in 
fall vote 


Opponents of Edmonton’s 
downtown arena deal council 
approved on Wednesday are 
now looking to the fall vote. 

Jay Scherer, an associate 
professor at the University of 
Alberta and a spokesperson 
for Speak Up Edmonton, 
which is against the deal, 
said the arena has many 
more hurdles to overcome 
and the election will put 
them front and centre. 

“The arena will be the 
subject of the election, re¬ 
gardless. There will be some 
issues that will transpire 
from now until then,” he 
said on Thursday. 

Decisions of council can 
be put to a plebiscite, but 
forcing a plebiscite requires 
signatures from 10 per cent 
of the population, in this 
case, within 15 days from the 
time that borrowing for the 
deal is advertised. 

Scherer said it would 
be up for discussion, but 
acknowledged it wouldn’t 
be easy. 

Coun. Linda Sloan, who 
opposes the arena deal, 
said it is extremely unlikely 
council will put the issue on 
the ballot. 

“I wouldn’t rule it out 
at this point, but certainly 
it was clear there was no 
resolve on council,” she said. 

Coun. Tony Caterina, who 
also voted against the deal, 
said he remains concerned, 
but noted the project has 
been set in motion. 

“The vote was taken 
yesterday and we move on. 
That is how it works, it’s 
democracy.”

Bill Swieringa is on the hunt 
for donated instruments, such 
as guitars, violins, drums and 
banjos. 

“They can be in any shape. 
If they don’t play, that’s fine. 
We’ll fix them. We’ll fix any¬ 
thing.” 

Swieringa, a social worker 
at two northeast Edmonton 
public elementary schools, 
is the man behind The Ab¬ 
bottsfield Music Program, 
which is aimed at providing 
donated popular instruments 
and sponsored lessons from 
hired music teachers to stu¬ 
dents aged six to 12 at Abbott 
Elementaiy School first, then 
students at other schools in 
the Beverly area. 

“The dropout rate is veiy 
high, and already I can see 
the trend starting at fourth 
grade,” said Swieringa. “I can 
predict which kids are going 
to drop out by sixth grade 
with amazing accuracy. And 
so I think this will give them a 
chance, another way to essen¬ 
tially talk, be invested.” 

“Also, this neighbourhood 
is a highly immigrant neigh¬ 
bourhood,” he added. “There’s 
a lot of people living near 
poverty. They don’t show it.... 
But there’s a lot of people, a 
lot of parents making difficult 
choices all the time.” 

Leslie Rojas, a mother of 
three, agrees. 

Two of her daughters, 
Karla, 12, and Catalina, 8, 
attend Abbott Elementaiy 
School. Both are interested in 


music, and Rojas expects the 
same soon from three-year-old 
Camila. 

“Sometimes we don’t have 
the money to pay a private 
teacher,” she said. “(In) my 
family, almost every member 
plays an instrument and they 
want to learn how to do it. 
They are always participating 
in talent shows only singing; 
now they want to challenge 
themselves, and play an in¬ 
strument and sing.” 

The hope is to collect in¬ 
struments and $150,000 by 
the fall in order to offer 50 


kids half-hour lessons after 
school throughout the 2013- 
14 year, said Swieringa. 

He has been meeting with 
local musicians Lloyd Litlce,

Joel Ryland and Heather Mil¬ 
ler since December, and the 
team is now working to final¬ 
ize the group as an official 
non-profit society.

Swieringa said there will 
also be a series of fundrais¬ 
ing concerts, including one 
in June with a yet-to-be-an¬ 
nounced artist.

The Oliver Community League 
public consultation started the 
way so many do, with Post-its. 
Piles of them on several tables 
of concerned citizens. 

But instead of scrawling 
on them terms you’d expect 
— words like “crime,” “park¬ 
ing” and “schools” — they 
marked them with “walk- 
able,” “multi-use” and “his¬ 
tory.” 

The issue at hand was First 
Capital Realty and Sun Life 
Financial’s planned redevelop¬ 
ment for the dormant Molson 
Breweiy and former Crosstown 
Motors site —15 acres of prime 
real estate on the northwest 
edge of downtown. 

But when residents looked 
at the conceptual drawings 
with faceless figures, the 50 
attendees had veiy clear ex¬ 
pressions of disappointment, 
formed by the sight of vast sur¬ 


face parking, lacking apprecia¬ 
tion of the historic brewery’s 
design and little street inter¬ 
activity. 

Ralph Huizinga, the Cal- 
gaiy-based manager repre¬ 
senting First Capital Realty met 
with the community league 
twice and admits he was some¬ 
what surprised. 

“In my experience, it’s usu¬ 
ally more of a planning depart¬ 
ment concern than a commun¬ 
ity league concern,” he says. 
“Area residents are generally 
more concerned with parking 
issues, traffic issues, crime and 
so forth.” 

In other words, residents 
are usually more inward-fo¬ 
cused. But that’s precisely the 
community leagues’ criticism 
of Huizinga’s plan: It looks 
onto itself instead outward at 
the neighbourhood. 

Community leagues work¬ 
ing to prevent private ventures 
they disagree with is anything 
but new. 

Just look at how 118th Av¬ 
enue residents chase out new 
liquor stores and massage par¬ 


lours. But those issues are more 
clearly defined (safety) whereas 
Oliver’s is less tangible and 
more preemptive. 

Instead of fixing a problem, 
it’s trying to protect a virtue 
— a “vibe,” as so many Sticky 
notes called it, that already 
makes it special. 

But how do you quan¬ 
tify a good vibe? It’s bistros, 
brick buildings, bike lanes 
and bumping into people you 
know. It’s a host of other things 
that make it unique to Edmon¬ 
ton. But what it’s not is Oliver 
Square, the retail centre east of 
the new site owned by Sim Life. 

When the big box magnet 
went up in 1991 it was hailed as 
a turning point for the former 
Edmonton rail yards. Twenty 
years later it’s the laughing 
stock of downtown. 

“Today it looks like it’s out 
of place,” admits Huizinga. 
“It’s low-density, it’s got huge- 
parking fields, it’s not an urban 
oriented development at all.” 

He’s quick to point out that 
some of the Molson-Crosstown 
buildings zoned for residential 


usage will have underground 
parking and all will have 
at least two storeys, which 
doubles its density relative to 
Oliver Square. 

Still, one can’t look at the 
abyss in between the planned 
buildings and not see similar¬ 
ities with its eastern cousin. 

Though there are plans for 
an LRT along front of Molson- 
Crosstown, the developers 
won’t commit until the city 
does. Instead, there’s a “shad¬ 
ow” plan, an expansion pack 
that takes some buildings up 
to five storeys or demolishes 
those along 104th Avenue 
and rebuilds them as street- 
oriented sites, if there’s ever a 
“business case for it.” 

It’s hopeful but revealing. 
While the developers need to 
protect their bottom line by 
building for today’s car-centric 
market, the residents want 
something as lasting as the 
100-year-old breweiy. Some¬ 
thing sustainable. 

Whether these two vibes 
can be reconciled is yet to be 
determined.

No cheap skates. 

Albertan sheds pieces 
of power after finding 
all there was to find 


It started almost two decades 
ago with one purchase: a $20 
hockey stick once wielded by 
a forgotten player for a string 
of mediocre teams. 

It ends at the auction 
block this week when mil¬ 
lions of dollars are likely to 
change hands. This may be 
the world’s largest game- 
worn collection of memora¬ 
bilia from the world’s best 
player from the sport’s last 
dynasty. 

Shawn Chaulk owns a 
hoard of eveiything Wayne 
Gretzky. He says it’s all for 
a singular cause that only a 
full-blooded hockey lover can 
savour. 

“When you’re a fan, fans 
are usually at a distance,” he 
recently told The Canadian 
Press in the basement of¬ 
fice of his home in Fort Mc- 
Murray. 


The space is a forest of 
game-used Gretzky hockey 
sticks, a dressing room of 
game-worn Gretzky jerseys 
and a trainer’s bag full of as¬ 
sorted pucks, gloves, helmets 
and skates — all touched, 
used and sweated in by the 
Great One himself. 

“You love the game. You 
love the athletes, at a dis¬ 
tance. At best, you get to at¬ 
tend an event and see them 
in person. Again, from a dis¬ 
tance. And that’s as close as 
we get. This was all to help 
me get closer to the game.” 

Why sell, then? 

Insurance is a big reason. 
It’s hard to buy coverage for 
such collections, and the 
thought of a fire makes him 
blanch. Also, he’s already got 
most of the main Gretzky 
items likely to come on the 
market, so some of the thrill 
is gone. 

“There’s not a lot of chase 
left,” he said. “It’s like I’ve 
gotten to the top of the moun¬ 
tain. I have the memories. It’s 
maybe time to spread it out a 
little bit.”

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Local company shakes up paper recycling 


Revolutionary. 

Recycling facility 
makes new paper 
with no new pulp 


An Edmonton-based recyc¬ 
ling company unveiled its 
new line of recycled paper 
products Thursday, prom¬ 
ising their revolutionaiy 


method marks a new era in 
recycling. 

Greys Paper Recycling In¬ 
dustries’ facility is the first 
in the world to make prod¬ 
ucts using 100 per cent waste 
paper, says CEO Rajan Ah¬ 
luwalia. 

“We are converting about 
40 tonnes of paper a day, so in 
a year we take about 14,400 
tonnes out of the waste 
stream,” said Ahluwalia. 


Their method, which is 
called closed loop recycling, 
is unique because instead of 
blending new and recycled 
pulp, the facility uses a mix¬ 
ture of recycled pulp and 
recycled cotton, the latter 
from towels and bedsheets of 
hotels. 

“Our process is all mech¬ 
anical, no chemicals. There’s 
no pollution, there’s no emis¬ 
sions,” said Ahluwalia. 


The total cost of the facil¬ 
ity was $20 million, with $5 
million coming from the city 
in exchange for a share of the 
profits. 

“All over the world people 
are talking to us about do¬ 
ing this kind of facility,” said 
Mayor Stephen Mandel, who 
was touring the facility with 
media. “They see Edmonton 
as a world leader in doing it.”

Mayor appears 
to smoke crack 
in video: Torstar 


‘False and defamatory’. 

Lawyer retained by 
Toronto’s Rob Ford asks 
how reporters can verify 
what someone is doing 
or smoking in a video 


A cellphone video that appears 
to show Toronto Mayor Rob 
Ford smoking crack cocaine is 
being shopped around that city 
by a group of men involved in 
the drug trade. 

Two Torstar News Service 
reporters have viewed the 
video, which appears to show 
Ford sitting in a chair, inhaling 
from what appears to be a glass 
crack pipe. Ford is incoherent, 
trading jibes with an oflfcamera 
speaker who goads the clearly 
impaired mayor by raising

topics including Justin Trudeau 
and the high-school football 
team Ford coaches. 

At one point he is heard call¬ 
ing Trudeau a “fag.” Later in 
the 90-second video he is asked 
about the football team and he 
appears to say, “They are just 
f—g minorities.” 

Torstar had no way to ver¬ 


ify the video, which appears to 
clearly show Ford in a well-lit 
room. Attempts to reach Ford 
and members of his staff were 
unsuccessful. 

A lawyer retained by Ford, 
Dennis Morris, said that Thurs¬ 
day’s publication by the Gawk- 
er website of some details relat¬ 
ed to the video was “false and 
defamatoiy.” Morris told Tor- 
star that by viewing a video it is 
impossible to tell what a person 
is doing. “How can you indicate 
what the person is actually do¬ 
ing or smoking?” Morris said. 

Ford’s chief of staff, Mark 
Twohey, would not listen to 
questions by Torstar News Ser¬ 
vice on Thursday night and 
abruptly hung up when they 
called. 

The video was taken on a 
phone by a person who said he 
has supplied crack cocaine to 
the Mayor, torstar news serivce

No terrorism 
charge in subway 
smoke attack

Sophisticated paintings indi¬ 
cate that Neanderthals could 
have matched human intelli¬ 
gence, analysts claim. 

The discoveiy of “exquis¬

humans lived in Europe. 

This follows the recent dis¬ 
covery of sophisticated tools 
and ornaments that contra¬ 
dicted the primitive depiction 
of Neanderthals. “They could 
innovate on their own,” said 
study author Julien Riel-Salva- 
tore of the University of Colo¬ 
rado Denver. “My research 
suggests that they were a 
different kind of human, but 


humans nonetheless.” 

The Neanderthal brain 
was larger than man’s, al¬ 
though it was believed that 
large parts were devoted to 
vision and simple function, 
producing different thought 
processes. 

But recent discoveries 
have led to a new debate on 
the species’ capacity and 
even efforts to clone one for 
public interest purposes. This 
has had the support from 
Harvard genetics professor 
George Church, who claimed 
that “Neanderthals think dif¬ 
ferently than we do. They 
could even be more intelli¬ 
gent than us.” 

Another assumption 
about human intelligence 
was challenged this week 
by research claiming that 
IQs are dropping. The well- 
known Flynn effect holds that 
IQ grows three points per 
decade, but researchers from 
Umea University in Sweden 
found that subjects were on 
average 14 points lower than 
counterparts from the 19th 
centuiy.

Senator Mike Duffy resigned 
from the Conservative caucus 
to sit as an independent Thurs¬ 
day night amid a controversy 
over his housing claims, leav¬ 
ing a host of questions about 
the nature of his expenses 
and why the prime minister 
backed him for so long. 

The employment status 
of Stephen Harper’s chief of 
staff, Nigel Wright, remains 
unchanged - despite his se¬ 
cret gift to Duffy to help re¬ 
pay the improper expenses. 

Only a week ago, the Con¬ 
servative government was 
hailing Duffy’s leadership for 
repaying the funds the Senate 
said he owed. Senate Leader 
Majoiy LeBreton declared the 
matter closed. 

But then it came to light 


that Wright had cut Duffy a 
personal cheque to cover the 
repayment in March. Harper’s 
office characterized it as a per¬ 
sonal gift, but this week Duffy 
called it a loan. The Canadian 
Press reported Thursday that 
Duffy campaigned for the 
Conservatives during the April 
2011 election while claiming 
to be on Senate business. 

“Mr. Duffy’s claim that 
he had secured a bank loan 
came as a complete surprise. 
All of the revelations relating 
to the expenses during the 
campaign are new,” a govern¬ 
ment official said on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Still, the Conservative 
leadership in the Senate and 
the prime minister’s office 
were aware that Duffy had 
not fully participated in an 
independent audit of his liv¬ 
ing and housing expenses. 
At issue are claims made by 
Duffy and two other senators 
that their primaiy residences 
were outside the national cap¬ 
ital region, the Canadian press 



Technological change will 
prove to be the key to cutting 
greenhouse-gas emissions, 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er told a blue-chip audience 
on Thursday. 

Simply imposing emis¬ 
sions targets or trying to cap 
economic growth to reduce 
emissions isn’t going to 
work, Harper said during a 
question-and-answer session 
at the Council on Foreign Re¬ 
lations in New York City. 

“I am convinced that, 
over time, we are not going 
to effectively tackle emis¬ 
sions unless we develop the 
lower-emissions technology 
in energy and other sectors,” 
he said. 

“That is the thing that will 
allow us to square economic 
growth with emissions reduc¬ 
tion and environmental pro¬ 
tection. I’m convinced if we 
cannot square those, we are 
not going to make progress 
globally.” 

Any realistic international 
agreement to limit emissions 
has to cover everyone, not just 


the developed world, he added. 

“We need a mandatoiy, 
international protocol that 
includes all significant emit¬ 
ters, and if we do not get that 
we will not be able to control 
global emissions.” 

Over the course of the 
hour-long session, a relaxed- 
looking Harper discussed cli¬ 
mate change, the Keystone 
XL pipeline and Alberta’s oil- 
sands, as well as medicare, 
border issues, the Middle East 
and the perils that bedevil 
the global economy. 

He waved off the concerns 
of environmental critics as 
he pitched the TransCanada 
pipeline project as a good 
thing for the United States 
that would, if approved, cre¬ 
ate thousands of jobs and 
reduce American reliance on 
offshore oil. 

“One needs to put this is 
a global perspective,” Harper 
said. “Less than one tenth of 
one per cent of global emis¬ 
sions are in the oilsands. it’s 
almost nothing globally.”

As the tally of those wound¬ 
ed in a Mother’s Day parade 
shooting in New Orleans 
ticked up to 20, the suspect 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance on Thursday, remaining 
silent as a judge set his bond at 
$10 million US. 

Prosecutors said a witness 
picked out a photo of Alcein 
Scott, 19, from a lineup. An ar¬ 
rest affidavit said the unidenti¬ 
fied witness told investigators 
that Scott was the person seen 
in a surveillance video that po¬ 
lice released to the public as 
they searched for him for three 
days. The witness also said 
Scott was canying a silver-and- 
blaclc semi-automatic handgun 
at the shooting scene, accord¬ 
ing to the affidavit. 

Scott, shackled and wear¬ 
ing an orange prison jump¬ 
suit, stood by as his court-ap¬ 
pointed attorney handled the 
proceedings. 

Magistrate Judge Gerard 
Hansen set Scott’s bond at $10 
million — $500,000 on each 
of the 20 counts in the shoot¬ 
ing. Authorities earlier said 19

Judges to rule on 
Walmart baby case 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada is set to decide the 
fate of a Saskatchewan 
woman who gave birth in a 
Walmart bathroom stall and 
left the newborn in a toilet. 

April Hallcett was found 
not guilty in June 2009 of 
abandoning the baby boy 
two years earlier in the 
store in Prince Albert, Sasic. 

But the Crown disagreed 
with the verdict and took 
the case to the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Court of Appeal, 
which upheld the findings 
of a trial judge. The judge 
said he believed Halkett’s 
testimony that she didn’t 
know she was pregnant and 
left the store because she 
thought the child was dead. 

Lawyers for the Saskatch¬ 
ewan government argued 
before the province’s high¬ 
est court that the mother 
had a duty to take reason¬ 
able steps to determine if 
her baby, who was later 
placed in foster care, was 
alive. The Supreme Court 
is scheduled to deliver its 
judgment Friday.

It’s one thing to legalize ma¬ 
rijuana. It’s another to figure 
out how to sell it, grow it, 
regulate it, test it and tax it. 

Voters in Washington 
state and Colorado made pot 
use for adults over 21 legal 
last fall, but that was just the 
first step. On Thursday, Wash¬ 
ington officials are expected 
to release the first draft of 
rules governing the state’s 
new marijuana industiy. 

Washington’s Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board has been devising 
rules for the industry, cover¬ 
ing topics such as how the 
plants will be grown, how 
marijuana products will be 
tested for strength and qual¬ 
ity, and how many retail 


stores will be allowed. 

The rules are expected to 
become effective in August, 
and the board will begin ac¬ 
cepting applications for grow¬ 
ing, processing and retailing 
licenses in September. The 
state expects to issue pot li¬ 
censes in December. 

So when would people be 
able to legally purchase ma¬ 
rijuana in Washington? Prob¬ 
ably not until spring of 2014. 

While marijuana users 
look forward to legalized 
sales, state officials are antici¬ 
pating that pot taxes would 
bring Washington hundreds 
of millions of dollars a year in 
new revenue. 

All of this planning in 
Washington state — and 
Colorado — is set against un¬ 
certainty about what the ul¬ 
timate response from the U.S. 
Justice Department might 
be. Marijuana remains illegal 
under federal law.

ManwasID’d 
by victim via 
blinking 

An Ohio man was found 
guilty Thursday in the shoot¬ 
ing death of a man who 
authorities say identified his 
assailant by blinking his eyes 
while paralyzed and hooked 
up to a ventilator. 

Ricardo Woods, 35, was 
convicted of fatally shooting 
David Chandler in Cincinnati 
in 2010 by a jury that began 
deliberations Tuesday. Woods 
also was convicted of feloni¬ 
ous assault. He could be 
sentenced to life in prison. 

Police interviewed the 
35-year-old Chandler while 
he was hooked up to a venti¬ 
lator, paralyzed after being 
shot in the head and neck 
in 2010 as he sat in a car. He 
was only able to communi¬ 
cate with his eyes and died 
about two weeks later. 

Prosecutors showed jurors 
a taped police interview in 
which they say Chandler 
blinked three times for “yes” 
to identify a photo of Woods 
as his shooter.

Rising food prices lead to 
more comparison shopping 


A recent survey of Canadian 
adult consumers found a large 
majority of them believe the 
price of the food they buy has 
gone up in the past year and 
more than half said they are 
doing more comparison shop¬ 
ping than before. 

The Ipsos Reid study done 
for the Royal Bank suggests 
the average monthly food bill, 
not including eating out, for 


the 3,024 people it surveyed 
last month was $411 per 
household.

Richard: Mark, Into Dark¬ 
ness is the best pure popcorn 
flick of the year so far. It is 
state of the art in every way, 
particularly when it comes 
to the effects. As great as it 
looks, I’m a sucker for ’50s 
B-movie effects like the 40- 
foot tall martian in the low 
budget 1959 space opera 
The Angry Red Planet. The 
campy creature was actually

But if it’s 
cheese you’re looking for, 
I want to nominate Mars 
Needs Women, a made for 
TV movie from 1967. Basic¬ 
ally a beach party flick set in 
outer space featuring ama¬ 
zons, strippers and secre¬ 


taries, it’s best appreciated 
late at night with the kind 
of wine that comes in a box. 

RC: Box wine has enhanced 
many a bad movie for me. 
No wine needed for Moon, a 
unique and fascinating sci fi 
film directed by David Bow¬ 
ie’s son, Duncan Jones. Set on 
a space station, it’s the story 
of a worker, played by Sam 
Rockwell, who discovers he 
may not be alone on his mis¬ 
sion. To say anymore would 
ruin a really well constructed 
movie that cares more about 
ideas than special effects. 

MB: Moon is a classy puzzle 
movie that owes a lot to Kub¬ 
rick’s 2001: A Space Odyssey, 
the classiest space movie 
ever, maybe even too classy 
for its own good. Is it heret¬ 


ical to say that it bored me 
a bit? Alien sure didn’t bore 
me. And its sequels, even the 
weak ones, kept me excited. 
But let’s remember that not 
all space movies are neces¬ 
sarily monster movies. I’m 
thinlcing of The Right Stuff 
and Apollo 13, two films that 
rightly celebrate the cour¬ 
age and tenacity of the early 
astronauts. Both veiy excit¬ 
ing movies, I think. 

RC: I agree, and let’s not 
forget In the Shadow of the 
Moon, a beautifully shot 
documentary that features 
real life astronauts like Buzz 
Aldrin and Neil Armstrong. 

MB: On a lighter note, let’s 
not forget Galaxy Quest, the 
funniest movie to take place 
in outer space.

They’ve been billing this as 
the final instalment. Why is 
the trilogy the standard for 
film series? 

Well, part of it is overstaying 
your welcome, I think. After 
the first one I was fine with 
just leaving well enough 
alone, to be honest. But then 
it was so fun to do the mov¬ 
ies, and I thought there was 
more to explore, ultimately. 
But after the third one ... it’s 
part of, as I said, not over¬ 
staying your welcome, and 
just the timing of it seems 
right to not do anything else 
with this.

As an entertainer or an 
actor, you want to try to do 
other things and challenge 
yourself to try other roles, 
and it’s time to move on. I 
think everybody feels that, 
the director and the other 
actors — and not out of 
anything but love. There 
won’t be a fourth. 

Speaking of doing new 
things, you’re currently 
filming Birdman, a comedy 
from Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu, who’s better 
known for heavier films. 
It’s a comedy, and Alejan¬ 
dro hasn’t made one. He’s a 
great filmmaker, obviously. 
The little I can tell you 
about (it)is you kind of 
know you’re in the hands 
of a really experienced 
technician and great film¬ 
maker.

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Pinlcett Smith talks 
the power of women 


Angela Davis doc. 
Actress says spending 
time with activist 
changed her and 
prompted growth 


Jada Pinlcett Smith may 
have started as an actress, 
but these days her list of 
jobs includes author, singer- 
songwriter, philanthropist, 
successful businesswoman 
— and, of course, wife and 
mother. 

With husband Will Smith, 
she started Overbroolc Enter¬ 
tainment, which has pro¬ 
duced many of Smith’s films, 
as well as the upcoming re¬ 
make of Annie. But Pinlcett 
Smith’s more recent focus 
has been the documentary 
Free Angela Davis and Other 
Political Prisoners, which 
marks the 40th anniversaiy 
of the acquittal of the 1970s 
political activist who was 
once on the FBI’s Most Want¬ 


ed list. 

Davis was removed from 
her teaching job at UCLA in 
1969 because she was a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party. 
A year later, she was charged 
with murder and kidnapping 
in a shootout in front of the 
Marin County, Calif., court¬ 
house, then acquitted by an 
all-white jury. 

Pinlcett Smith says she 
learned a lot from spending 
time with Davis, who was by 
her side for this interview. 

What did you know about 
Angela Davis growing up? 

I knew that she was a pivot¬ 
al part of the movement and 
I knew that she was power¬ 
ful and I knew that she was 
intelligent, but what I didn’t 
receive was the beauty 
of her feminine side, you 
know, and her softness, and 
the strength in her vulner¬ 
able nature ... I’ve learned a 
lot just simply being in her 
presence in that way. 


You seem quite comfort¬ 
able sharing your views 
on social media — you 
recently asked whether 
white women should be al¬ 
lowed on the cover of black 
women’s magazines. 

One of the reasons that I did 
that is right now one of my 
very strong focuses at this 
point is trying to figure out 
how to engage women to 
flow power to one another. 
The idea is that there’s a 
white woman’s issue. Or 
there’s a black woman’s 
issue. There’s a Latina 
woman’s issue. The idea for 
women to understand is that 
if we could come together 
and flow each other power 
for issues that affect us 
all, that we would get a lot 
done. 

These are subjects that 
we can’t be afraid to talk 
about because they hurt. 
That’s the step toward get¬ 
ting to solutions, and the 
step toward community.

Kiefer Sutherland’s Jack Bauer returns with 24, at least for 
a little while. Fox is launching a series of high-profile mini- 
series, and the first will come next May with a 12-episode 
run of 24, which went off the air in 2010. The second such 
series, Wayward Pines, will be a thriller produced by M. 
Night Shyamalan and starring Matt Dillon, based on the 
novel Pines. 

What’s gone 

Randy Jackson, for one. The last of the original Amer¬ 
ican Idol judges is leaving with the franchise in a ratings 
free-fall. Fox was keeping mum on the issue Monday, but 
Mariah Carey, Nicki Minaj and Keith Urban may want to 
avoid long-term leases. Fox programming chief Kevin Reilly 
said the show will likely revert to a 
three-judge panel. He blamed format 
issues more than the judges for this 
year’s ratings problems. 

Star power 

Seth MacFarlane. J.J. Abrams. M. 
Night Shyamalan. They may not 
generate celebrity magazine covers 
(although MacFarlane did host the 
Oscars this year), but they are the 
type of brand-name creative forces 
that Fox’s young audience respects. 
They all have projects coming up on 
Fox during the next year. 




What they need 

If American Idol is never going to be the dominant force it 
once was — and that would be asking an awful lot — Fox 
needs another show that can be attractive to all audiences. 
Let’s face it. Even if The Following was Fox’s most popular 
newcomer this year, a show about a serial killer is never 
going to fill that bill. 

Big move 

Fox’s Saturday nights of fugitives, drunks and losers is gone 
as the network turns its lineup over entirely to sports. The 
long-running series Cops is switching to Spike.

What’s new 

A lot. The long-struggling network invested 
heavily in new programming, and has 
ordered 17 new series for next season. John 
Mallcovich as Blaclcbeard. James Spader as a wanted fugitive. 
Dracula brought to life. A cops drama from the guy who made 
Law & Order. More supernatural stuff from J.J. Abrams. A cook¬ 
ing show. A quiz show. A home renovation show. If a couple of 
these make an impression on viewers, NBC will be thrilled. 

What’s gone 

The newsmagazine Rock Center, in a move sure to cause bad 
blood between NBC’s news and entertainment divisions. Mat¬ 
thew Perry’s star vehicle Go On, failing to recreate that Friends 
magic. And about two dozen other sitcoms you never watched. 

Life support 

The serial killer drama Hannibal has terrible ratings, but NBC 
had such high hopes for it this spring that executives can’t 
bear to pull the plug. Maybe it’s their livers on the line. 

Star power 

Michael J. Fox is a beloved sitcom actor, 
respected even more for his dignity 
in handling Parkinson’s Disease. Now 
he’s essentially turning those real-life 
experiences into a sitcom, where he will 
play a sportscaster going back to work. 

Interestingly, NBC gave Sean Hayes a 
more prominent spot on a Thursday 
night schedule geared to broad-appeal 
comedies, perhaps so Fox won’t feel the 
pressure to save the network. And Seth 
Meyers is moving from his Weekend 
Update desk to his own late night show.

Although it’s hard to pinpoint 
precisely why Arrested De¬ 
velopment failed to connect 
with many viewers during its 
initial, three-season, 53-episode 
run, it seems likely that one 
reason was the show’s narra¬ 
tive density. 

While its main thrust was 
chronicling Michael Bluth’s 
efforts to corral his wildly dys¬ 
functional family, the series 
featured countless plot lines 
that slowly shifted into focus 
thanks to asides and ever-evolv¬ 
ing references that rewarded 
obsessive attention spans and 
returning fans rather than first¬ 
time or sporadic viewership. 

Now that the show is finally 
back, creator Mitch Hurwitz 
spared no effort in creating 
15 new episodes that are as 
complex and layered as their 
predecessors. But even though 
audiences will enjoy the luxuiy 
of sorting through them all at 
once thanks to their simultan¬ 
eous release on Netflix May 
26, the show’s cast is quick to 
observe that even they strug¬ 
gled occasionally to wrap their 
heads around dialogue that 
might eventually be meaning¬ 
ful in as many as three or four 
different ways. 

“I’ll try to explain it clearly 
but it’ll come out probably

really confusing,” confesses 
Michael Cera, who rejoined 
the show’s fourth season as a 
writer as well as a co-star. “But 
there was one scene that was 
like a five-page scene in the 
computer lab, and different 
sections of this scene would 
appear in different episodes. 
So you’d be actually having to 
deliver a line that made sense 
in multiple, different contexts, 
that actually play against each 
other, and we’d have to deliver 
it in a way that tries to work 
for all three of those. And then 
you’d see an episode and you 
have different information and 
it means something totally dif¬ 
ferent. That was really confus¬ 


ing.” 

Ironically, Portia de Rossi, 
who plays Michael’s delusion- 
ally well-intentioned sister 
Lindsay, insists that the struc¬ 
ture of the episodes, which fol¬ 
lows just one character’s point 
of view rather than all of them, 
should actually be easier, not 
more difficult, for viewers to 
understand. 

“It’s easier to digest than 
the original series, because we 
were following stoiylines A, B, 
C, D, E, and F,” she explains. 
“Now, we’re just following this 
one character, so in a way it’s 
easier to watch, and we’ve got 
a little bit more time to tell the 
stoiy — as much time as we 


need.” 

What seems to excite the 
cast the most is not simply the 
process of reuniting for more 
fun, but for the experience of 
creating something that seems 
largely unlike anything else 
that’s been on television — 
even including in the original 
show. 

David Cross, who plays Lind¬ 
say’s feckless husband Tobias, 
says that audiences will thrill at 
the experience — that is, after 
they get used to it. 

“I think it’s going to be a bit 
of an epiphany or a revelation,” 
he says. “You’re going to real¬ 
ize, ‘There’s a structure to this 
that I wasn’t aware of when I

started watching.’ That’s go¬ 
ing to make eveiybody triple- 
excited, and there’s going to be 
a sense of discoveiy to it that 
I think will be really exciting, 
and really define what TV can 
do.”

Dan Brown sees the world 
a little differently than the 
average person.

Europe. 

“Everything I see is a 
potential idea and I wish I 
could turn that off. Maybe 
I shouldn’t. But, yes, every 
little work of art that I see or 
place that I travel to is a po¬ 
tential idea.” 

Brown, 48, spoke recently 
at the midtown Manhattan 
offices of Random House Inc., 
where he jokingly imagines 
setting a novel called Random 
Cipher, with hidden passage¬ 
ways running throughout 
the building. Brown is a New 
Hampshire resident spend¬ 
ing the week in New York 



to promote Inferno, a return 
to his beloved continent and 
a chance, he hopes, to inter¬ 
est readers in the classic 14th 
century journey in verse by 
Dante that provides the title 
for his new novel. 

“My hope for this book 
is that people are inspired 
either to discover or redis¬ 
cover Dante. And, if all goes 
well, they will simultaneous¬ 
ly appreciate some of the in¬ 
credible art that Dante has in¬ 
spired for the last 700 years,” 
says Brown. 

Brown’s fictional alter ego, 
Harvard symbologist Robert 
Langdon, is once again on the 
run. Caught up in a struggle 
to prevent a deadly virus 
from spreading around the

Season one of Fox’s New 
Girl introduced TV fans 
to the “adorlcable” Zooey 
Deschanel and the hilar¬ 
ity of Max Greenfield.

For most of the last three dec¬ 
ades, ABBA was but a mem¬ 
ory for Agnetha Faltskog. She 
made concerted efforts to 
leave behind her past as one 
of two principal singers of 
the bestselling 1970s Swedish 
quartet, best known for the 
pop classic Dancing Queen. 

“There was several years 
after I had stopped with the 
group that I couldn’t listen to 
the music,” Faltskog said. 

Once the group stopped re¬ 
cording in 1982, and her post- 


ABBA solo career slowed to a 
crawl, she happily stepped out 
of the limelight and settled 
into domestic life on a small 
Swedish island near Stock¬ 
holm. She did just a handful 
of interviews, wrote an auto¬ 
biography, only made a few 
ABBA-related appearances 
and was so reclusive, she de¬ 
veloped a reputation as being 
the new Greta Garbo. 

But Faltskog is back. This 
week she’s releasing a new 
solo album called A. It is the 
63-year-old’s first album since 
2004’s My Colouring Book, 
which, at the time, she as¬ 
sumed would be her last re¬ 
lease. 

“I’m also that kind of per¬ 
son that I don’t want to close 
any doors,” Faltskog said in 
a recent interview from Lon¬ 
don. “So when this opportun¬ 
ity came up to do another one,

I just couldn’t say no.” 

Credit producer Jorgen El- 
ofsson (Britney Spears, Kelly 
Clarkson) for getting Faltskog 
back in the studio. She said all 
it took was hearing demos of 
the album’s first three songs, 
including the first single, the 


’80s synth-pop ballad When 
You Really Loved Someone. 

The album title was sug¬ 
gested by Elofsson, in part as 
a nod to Faltskog’s first name 
and also to ABBA. The album 
is crammed with ballads cus¬ 
tom-built for Faltskog’s strong 
soprano, boasting the sort 
of lyrics the singer is known 
for: songs about the sensitive, 
complicated nature of rela¬ 
tionships. 

While the album’s material 
covered familiar ground, Falts¬ 
kog feared she was vocally 
“rusty” and actually consulted 
with a coach — twice. 

“Who needs more?” Falts¬ 
kog asked, with a laugh, add¬ 
ing: “I found I was getting 
tired easily. And I wanted to 
find that old feeling when you 
work with the stomach mus¬ 
cles. Suddenly, it was there.” 
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After 15 years, they 
still have the Touch

“That’s one of those days I 
won’t forget because we were 
at the studio, everybody was 
there, and I was just sneez¬ 
ing like a friggin’ maniac 
while all this history is being 
made.” 

The lead single from the 
Rascalz’s album Cash Crop, 
which went on to become 
one of the most successful 
hip-hop songs in Canadian 


history. It reached No. 41 on 
the top singles chart in 1998, 
the first domestic urban song 
to crack the top 100. 

There was a common 
feeling among the artists in¬ 
volved regarding the break 
through. Canadian hip-hop 
had largely been an under¬ 
ground phenomenon up to 
that point. 

“Canada didn’t support 
hip-hop on the level that 
it does now, all those years 
ago,” said Offishall. “You have 
to understand, there was no 
Internet, there was no noth¬ 
ing to support us.” 

The popularity of North¬ 
ern Touch did much to 
change that bias. 

“That track just never 
dies,” said Thrust, who was 
also on the track. “It’s the 
beauty of people always com¬ 
ing up to you saying, ‘Yo! I 
know that you’re the one 
who did that verse!’ And 
people can always quote it.”

ing the band Capital Cities in 
2010 and putting out an EP 
the following summer.

A fine burger balance 


Cheeseburgers with 
Mango-Chile Salsa. 

Fire up the barbecue 
this weekend and try a 
unique combination 


This tasty cheeseburger recipe 
that includes the nutrient- 
rich, sweet mango mixed into 
a salsa with fieiy chiles to add 
a south Asian flavour that will 
delight your taste buds. 

1. Combine patty ingredients, 
keeping the mixture crum¬ 
bly rather than compressed. 
With wet hands, gently form 
four loosely packed patties of 
equal size, each about 3/4 inch 
thick. Don’t compact the meat 
too much or the patties will 
be tough. Using your thumb 
or the back of a spoon, make 
a shallow indentation about 
1 inch wide in the centre of 
each patty. This will help the 
patties cook evenly and pre¬ 
vent them from puffing on 
the grill. 


Ingredients 


Patties 

• l 1/2 Lbs ground chuck ( 80 % 
Lean) 

• 1/2 tsp garlic powder 
. 1/2 tsp kosher salt 

• 1/2 tsp ground black pepper 

Salsa 

• l Large mango, cut into 1 / 2 - 
inch dice (about l cup) 

.2 tbsp roughly chopped 
fresh cilantro leaves 

• l tbsp fresh lime juice 

, l medium serrano chile pep¬ 
per, seeded and minced 
.1/4 tsp kosher salt 
Burgers 

• 4 thin slices pepper jack 
cheese 

.4 hamburger buns, split 
. Dijon mustard 



2. In a non-reactive bowl 
combine the salsa ingredi¬ 
ents. Toss gently and then re¬ 
frigerate for at least 30 min¬ 
utes or up to 1 hour. (After 
an hour, the fruit starts to 
become mushy.) 

3. Prepare the grill for direct 
cooking over medium-high 
heat (400 to 500 F). 


4. Grill the patties over dir¬ 
ect medium-high heat, with 
the lid closed, until cooked 
to medium doneness, 8 to 10 
minutes, turning once when 
the patties release easily from 
the grate without sticking. 
During the last minute of 
grilling time, place a slice of 
cheese on each patty to melt, 
and toast the buns, cut side 


down, over direct heat. 

5. Spread the bottom half of 
each bun with Dijon mustard, 
and serve the patties warm on 
the buns topped with mango 
salsa.
